My Lords, and Gentlemen, 

TH E re-eftablifhment of the pubtie 
tranquillity, upon terms of honour 
and advantage to mv kingdoms, was the 
firft great obje@ of mv reign. That falu- 
tary meafure has received the approbation 
of my parliament ; and has fince been hap- 
pily completed and carried into execution 
y the definitive treaty. It has been, 
and fh li be, my endeavour, to infure the 
continuance of the peace, by a faith‘ul 
and eady adherence to the conditions 
upon which it was concluded ; and I have 
the fatisfa¢tion to acquaint you, that the 
feveral powers of Europe who were enga- 
ged aguinit us in the late war, have given 
me the ftrongeit aflurances of the {ame 
good difpofition. Our principal care ought 
now to be employed to improve the valua- 
ble acquifitions which we have made ; and 
to cultivate the arts of peace in fucha 
manner as may moft effeually contribute 
to extend the commerce, and to augment 

the happinels, of my kingdoms. 

For thefe great purpotes I have called 
youtogether. It will ever be my earnett 
wilh and endeavour, toden onttrate to my 
people, by my ations, the love which I 
bear them ; and I doubt not of receiving | 
from them the grateful and juit returns 
of duty <nd atfection. 

Gentlemen of the houfe of Commons, 

I will orcerthe proper eftimates for the 
fervice of the vear to be laid before you. 
The beavy debts contracted in the courfe 
ofthe late war, for manv of which no 
provifion is yet made, call for your ute 
moft attention. and the ftri@eft frugality. 
Imuft, however, earneftly recommend to 
you the jupport of my fleet, to which our 
paft tuccetes have been fo much owing, 
and upon which the future welfare an¢ 
importance of Great Britain do moft efien- 
tially depend. To eafe mv people of jome 
part of thele burthens, 1 have directed, 
as I pron ited at the end of the laf teflon 
of parliament [2 that the monev ari 
fing fiom the fale ot the prizes vetted in 
the crown, fheuld be applied to the pe 
fervice.

T HE Crafifinan, the advocate and

of fubjecéts to their fovereign: 
And whereas, by the moit ancient and 
known laws of this kingdom, it is indif- 
penfably incumbent on the great officers 
of the itate, that furround the throne, to 
Imawmtain, as far asin them lies, the fa- 
crednets of the royal word on ailoccafions; 
it being moit apparent, that the greatett 
difhonour to the throne, and the greate(t 
danger to thefe kingdoms, mult inevita- 
bly enfue, whenever that fountain of 
truth, by wicked counfels, fhal! be in a- 
hy degree corrupted, and thereby lofe its 
jut intluence and neceffary authority,” 
ec. ee.

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THE following extra‘t of a letter from 
Wariaw, capital of Po ann, thews 
fome of the confequences of being, even 
for a thort time, deprived of legal go- 
vernment. ** As foon as the death of 
the King was known here, the populace, 
headed by jome of the lower clals of gen- 
try, broke open the warehoufes and fhops 
of the foreign merchants and fhopkeepers, 
efpecially the Proteitants, and rovbed 
them of everv thing they could lay their 
hands on, ull the Groda, or Marfhal of 
the Crown’s court, was fettled, and pu- 
bliihed by found of trumpet; efter which 
proclamation was mace, That if anv per- 
jon whatever fhonld commit any exceties 
alter that time, thev (hould be imme- 
diately tried, and, if found guilty, exe- 
cuted in twenty-four hours after.” 

As the Primate arrived at Warfaw 
the arith of O¢tober, and immediately 
joined the Marfhal of the Crown in af- 
fording protection to foreign traders, it 
Was hoped that the tranquillity of the ca- 
pital would be fully reftored. 

Soon after the Primate’s arrival, mef= 
fengers were Gifpatched to feveral foreign 
courts. Others were fent off to fenators 
mthe country, to defire their attend- 
ance at Wariaw. In the mean time, the 
Archbithop entered into a deliberation 
with the high officers of the crown, and 
the fenators prefent, about iffuing the 
waiver { als, to raife the pofpolite for the 
eleSion of a new King; and giving or- 
ders to all the tribunals, and other courts 
of juftice which a@ed in the King’s name, 
to fufpend their proceedings during the 

The young Fleétor of Saxony, eldeft 
fon ot the late King of Poland, has open- 
lv declared himfelf a candidate for the 
crown of that kingdom. He wrote the 
following circular letter to the grandees 
Of Poland, dated the day after his father’s 
death. 

SIR, 

Y Biterday it pleafed the Almighty to af- 

flict me with a blow no lefs terrible 
than unevpe¢ted: He has taken to him- 
icit the King my father, by a death eafy 
tohim, but verv dreadful for me, who 
bed no time to prepare myfelf for it. 

The grief with which I am juftly op- 
Prefied, cannot make me forget a king- 
vom which was fo dear to the Kings my 
father and grandfather, or thofe faithful 
si¥ants, who gaye them fo many proots 
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of a fincere allachinent. T feel the irre- 
parable lofs you have fuitered; and it 
would give me the higheit coniolation to 
be able to mitigate it. 

I propofe to make the Republic an of- 
fer of my fervices, and of all the afiftance 
that is in my power to give her, if, by 
conferring the crown on me, fhe will in- 
truft me with the reins of government ¢: 
And I have all reafon to hope, that if 
the Polith nation be difpofed to give me 
this mark of their a‘Tection and confidence, 
all the neighbouring powers will chear- 
fuilv acquieice in it. 

You gave the late King, my father, fo 
many proofs of your attachment, that 
flatter myieif you will fhew the fame af- 
fetion to me: And I am verv fenfible 
how much it is in your power to contris 
bute to procure me the fatisfation Tae 
{pire after, of governing an iluftrious na- 
tion, which will ever be diftinevithed by 
its fidelity and attachment to its Kings. 

Be perfuaded that my gratitude fhall 
be in proportion to the greatnefs of the 
fervice done me. Of this you can havé 
no dowbt, if vou do me the juitice to be- 
lieve me animated with the fame {pirit as 
my anceitors. 

I prav God to direct the deliberations of 
the republic, and to keep you, Sir, in his 
holy proteétion. I am, your aifetionate 
friend, 

Drefden, 6. 1763. FREDERICK. 

Some advices bear, that feveral powers 
intere(t themfelves in tavour of the young 
Eleftor’s views; while at the fame time 
we are told, that lis natural fubje&s of 
Saxony, inilead of withing him tuccefs, 
are praying that he may be difappointed 5 
becaufe they might have fume hopes that 
the family would return to the religion of 
their country, which the prefent Elec- 
tor’s grandfather renounced, and profeiI+ 
ed that of the Roman Catholics, as a 
necefiary qualification in order to his as 
fcending the Polifh throne. 

Prince Henry of Prufia has been often 
mentioned as a candidate. In confirma- 
tion of his having fuch views, there have 
been advices of feveral large bodies of 
Pruflian troops being actually incampe 
on the frontiers of Poland; but that, is 
pofitively contvadiGed by Iate accounts 
from Berlin. Diticrent advices import, 
that there are feveral powers, particulars 
ly Rutha, which will never tamely futfeg 
the crown of that kingdom to be worn by 
a prince of the houfe of Brancenourg, 
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heard of as afpiring to that dignity, is 
Prince Czartorinki, a native Pole. The 
revenues arifing from his own eftates are 
computed at about 56,2501. Sterling a- 
year.” Very great, indeed, for a fubject, 
particularly in that part of the world. 

It isthe general opinion, that the Em- 
prefs of Rutlia’s way of thinking wil] have 
great influence on the election; and late 
accounts bear, that fhe has refolved to 
oppole the elevation of any foreigner. 

According to advices from PETERS- 
BURG, an extraordinary council was held 

there the 13th of October, in which it 
was propofed, that, for the better dif- 
patch of bufinels, the fenate {hould be divi- 
ded into feveral clafles, each of which fhould 
fiavea particular department for a particu- 
Jar branch of the domeftic adminittration ; 
each clafs to be compofed of five members, 
who fhould determine matters by a ma- 
jority of voices : that in difficult cafes, 
or fuch as are not provided for by law, 
the whole fenate fhould be affembled, 
where the Emprefs fhould prefide, and 
interpret the law, or make a new one. 

There have been differences for fome 
time fubfifting between the Ruflians and 
the CHINESE, which have at length pro- 
duced hoftilities. Concerning that mate 
ter we give the following articles. 

** Peter burg, Sept. 20. By acourier who 
was difpatched to China in Oétober 1762, 
and is jutt returned, we learn, that the 
intended accominodation, for fixing the 
Jimits of the two empires, met with great 
obftacles; and that the Chinefe had even 
feized upon the country from Argun and 
Nerzenikk to Silinunifk; alfo that fome 
numerous bodies of Kalmucks, and {feve- 
ral tribes of Tartars, had taken part with 
the Chinefe, and threatened the fouthern 

art of Siberia. Among the different ob- 

ects of the difpute, the Chinefe particu- 

Jarly claim the reftitution of fome mines 
which are upon their frontiers, and which 
Ruilia continues to work and reap the be- 
nefit of.” 

** Peterburg, 21. Befides the ac- 
@ounts already mentioned to have been 
received from China, we have advice 
from Siberia, that the Chinefe have {ei- 
zed upon all the country which was for- 
terly fubje& to the Contaifch; which 
Gifagreeable event will, without doubt, 
wnduce our court to fend a confiderable 
body of troops towards that part of the 
frontiers.” 

His PRUSSIAN Majefty has received a 
particular mark of honour from the Grand 


Signior, Achmet Effendi havinz been fent 
to him with the character of Tnternuncio 
from the Porte. That minifter made his 
public entry into Berlin the 9th of No- 
vember, with the greateft {plendor and 
mapniticence ever feen there; all the 
princes of the blood being prefent on the 
occafion, the three princes of Brunfwick, 
the minifters of ftate, a great number of 
general officers, and feveral other perfons 
of rank. The diamond buttons on the 
King’s cloaths and hat were reckoned at 
above 500,000]. Sterling. All forts of 
eatables and drinkables, fuch as the 
Turks ufe, are to be furnifhed to the In. 
ternuncio and his retinue gratis, all the 
time they ftay at Berlin, in the fame 
manner as is ufual, on the like occafion, 
at the court of Vienna.-—— His Pruflian 
Majefty ordered a court-martial, confift- 
ing of general and ftaff officers, to bring 
Gen. Zaftrow, governor of Schweidnitz 
when the Auftrians furprifed it, Col. d’0, 
the governor of Glatz when it was fur- 
rendered, and Col. de Quaadt, commande 
er of a regiment in the Jaft-mentioned — 
place, who were all in confinement at 
Breflau, to a final trial, and to make 
their report. According to an article, 
dated, Berlin, Nouv. 19. the King has ap- 
and confirmed the fentence nalled 

y this court-martial; by which Gen. 
Zaftrow is to be confined two years in 
the fortrefs of Neils, and then broke; 
Col. d’O is to be confined for life to Bre- 
flau; and Col. de Quaadt, after being 
confined four years, is to be broke, and 
then conduéed to the frontiers, and ba- 
nifhed from the King’s dominions for e- 
ver. 

The following articles relating to the 
DutcH and their colonies feem to des 
ferve notice. 

** London, Nov. 5. The Prince of Orange, 
Stadtholder of Holland, has refufed to 
confrm the military promotions of the 
States-General, as that power is only im 
him” 

‘© Edinburgh, Nov. 9. A letter from 
Holland, by the laft mail, mentions 
great chagrins in that country, occafioil- 
ed by the bad treatment the republic had 
met with, tor many years paft, from the 
Enalifh. It hints further, that 4 
time a refolution weuld be takea 
which will furprife all Europe. The 
Prince Stadtholder, it is faid, is partico 
latiy inveighed againit, as a tyranntc ma 
fter, fet over them by Englith intrigues 
toruin and inflaye their country. 
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‘6 dmflerdam, Od. 24. Be as expedi- 
tious as you can in drawing for whatever 
you have due to you in this country 3 for 
there will probably toon be fuch a chanpe 
in the face of attairs as will turprife vour 
politicians who are not in the fecret. 
jt is rumoured, that the Enghth mini- 
tter will be recalled fpeediiv; if fo, it 
will give room to great fulpicions. God 
fend another war does not, in a finall 
{pace of time, inflame Europe. Fre- 
quent councils are held io this province, 
but nothing of confequence trantpires, ex- 
cept that the Dutch, almoftto a man, 
fay that their marine mutt be put on a 
more refpectable footing ; for to its being 
in fo forlorn a ftate, they attribute all 
the infults they latt war received from the 
Englith.” 

 Am/lerdam, 28. The augmenta- 
tion in our marine, agreed upon in the 
Jatt aflembly of the college, held on the 
i7th, amounts to twenty-jeven fhips. It 
was at the fame time refolved, that they 
fhould be ready to put to fea by the lat- 
ter end of this year, or the beginning of 
the following, for the Eaft Indies.” 

Ain flerdam, Nov. 15. The naval pre- 
parations made in thefe provinces for 
jome months paft, certainly merit the at- 
tention of the English government. An 
imtention of breaking with England is far 
trom being openly avowed; on the con- 
trary, the great men here deny there ts 
any fuch defign. On the exchanges there 


_ are every day certain men who continual - 


ly rail againit the Englifh, faving, they 
ure an arrogant, overbearing, haughty 
nation, and that it is fit their great and 
infupportable pride fhould be fomewhat 
humbled; and other expreffions to the 
like effeét they frequently make ule of 
The populace, which among thefe is ve- 
ry ready for mifchief, greedily fwaliow 
thefe baits, and exclaim, in their turn, 
again thefe infolent iflanders, as they 
frequently call us.” 

** London, Nov. 15. By letters from 
Amfterdam, dated from Surizam, the roth 
of July Jaft, there is an eccount, that 
the regency had made peace with the ree 
bellious negroes.” 

‘** London, Nov. 3. The Dutch Eaft- 
Tndia company have received advice from 
that their affairs on that iffand 
were in a better fituation, fince the 
Dutch had made themfelves mafters of 
the port of Patula, and the country ad- 
cent; and that it was not in the leaft 
‘Sbted, but that a reace between the King 

= 
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and the company would {oon be brought 
about, andthe fpice-trade reftored its 
former footing.” 

Letters trom FRANCE advite, thet the 


King had defired all the parliaments of 


the kingdom each to fend two of their 
number tu court, to fettle what is in api» 
tation concerning the money-edicts. Oa 
the roth of November the Duke de Har- 
court went to the parliament-houfe ge 
Rouen [568.], where all the members 
were ailembled, erafed all their arrets 
and refolutions of the 16th, the import 
of which we have not learned, and enter- 
ed in the regifter an arret of the Kinp’s 
council, anuuiling them in very harth 
terms; upon which all the members re- 
folved to refign their offices. Accoidine- 
ly eighty of them have Jeid afide theh 
zowns, and fome fent their refipnations 
to court immediately. “The prefident lias 
allo fent back his commiflion. 

The London gazette pave us the fol- 
lowing article, dated, Dunkirk, Now 15. 
* The cunette is entirely filled up, ex- 
cepting a trifling part, near which there 
was no earth; butin a very little time 
this part will be allo filled up from the 
rubbilh of the town. ‘lhree hundred 
men are employed in the demolition of 
the King’s bafon.” 

What we have further in relation te 
the French at Alsiers is contained in the 
two following orucles. 

Marfeilles, Oc. 11. Letters juft re- 
ceived from Africa import, that the Dey 
of Algiers had tome time avo ordered thre 
French conful to write to the Kine, to 
defire an order mipht be piven that the 
French fhips fhould not attick the Als 
gerines; and lately apprifed that they had 
funk an Algerine galliot, the whole crew 
of which perifhed, he thought the confi 
had not acquitted himielf of his conmni'- 
fien; and therefore he put him in irons, 
with the father vicar, and all the Frencl.- 
men in his country; that they remamed 
in that fituation one day, and had not 
been then releaied but on the reprefenta- 
tions of the Enplifh conful, who told the 
Dey, that he would undertake to write 
to the King of France to know if he ap- 
proved of the conduct of his fhips. He 
wrote accordingly, we are told, and the 
Patron Bonavia has been difpatched with 
the packet. The chamber of commerce 
has difpatched a courier to Verfailles, to 
befeech the court to vive orders that the 
ships of our nation may not moleft thol¢ 
of Aigicrs.” 
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““ Genoa, Nov. 5. Three days azo ar- 
rived a Dutch fhip of war from Algiers. 
“She captain fays, that the French conful 
is confined to his houfe, and the French 
faory was at liberty, and ‘that the Al- 
gerincs had not formally declared war 
gainit the French.” 

Turing Nov. 19. Some French mer- 
chent-flips are arrived at Marfeilles, be- 
ing releated from Algiers; by which it is 
underftood, that the ditferences between 
the French and the Algerines are accome 
modated.”. Lond. Gaz.

That by the reftoration of the peace, Bri- 
tith ihips are no longer liable to be ftopt or 
vifited by cruilers, and to other accidents 
on thole feas, which expoied them to ins 
fediion in time of war: That there is ve- 
ry feldom any communication or inter- 
courie of trade between thofe ports in the 
Levant, Barbary, and cther places where 
the plague ufvally breaks out, and the 
ports of Spain; and when any fhip or 
veli@l, thathas touched at any other port 
or ports in the Streiphts (even fufpedéted 
of having commnunication with infeded 
places) arrives at a Spanith port, fhe is 
always {ubjeéted toperforma regular qua- 
rantine before flie is admitted into port: 
That the Dutch, Hamburghers, Danes, 
Swedes, and oiher nations, do not fub- 


ject their trade from thole ports to qua- 
J 


rantine, or to anv celay upon that ac- 
count, nor did they do it even during the 
lait war: That the continuance of the 
quarantine will be attended with a great 
deal of veyation to the petitioners, diff- 
culties and delays in their trade, as well 
as expence, and confequently be very inju- 
rious to that part of the Britifh commerce 
and navigation, particularly in regard to 
periihable goods : And as the caufe for 
eflablifing the faid quarantine is entirely 
removed, the petitioners humbly pray, 
That the quarantine may be taken off all 
jhips coming from Spain, upon producing 
cleen bills of health : —— His Majefty 
having taken the faid petition into conii- 
ceration, and being defirous to remove 
obftruaions upon trade, fo far as may > 
confiftent with the health and fafety of bi 
fubje@s, is pleafed, with the advice ¢ 
his privy council, to order, as it is here 
by ordered, That the quarantine at ae 
fent fubfiting [t76.] upon all fhips 
veflels coming from or through the Meci- 
terranean, be taken off fo tar as relpe* 
Sivs and veflels coming direéily from 
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of the ports ofthe kingdom of Spain, Mi- 
norca, or Gibraltar; and that fuch fhips 
and veflels be permitted to difcharge their 
re(peive ladings without opening, un- 
packing, and airing, and without per- 
forming any quarantine: provided that 
thev bring with them clean bills of health; 
and that the mafter, or other perfon ta- 
king charge of fuch fhip or veffel, do firit 
nake oath before the cuflomhou(e-officer, 
or chief magiftrate, on their arrival at 
the place where they are bound to, that 
they did not touch at any infe&ed place, 
nor had communication with any infected 
iiip during the voyage, aud are free froin 
all infeétion.” 

And the following advertifementin the 
gazette of Nov. 22. 7 

Whitehall, Nov. 21.1763. The Lords 
Commifioners for Trade and Plantations 
having, received information, that many 
perfons are defirous of grants of land in 
his Majetty’s provinces of Florida and 
Weft Florida in America, in order to the 
cultivation of the fame for the raifing of 
tilk, cotton, wine, oil, indizo, cochineal, 
and other commodities to which the faid 
lands are adapted ; their Lordthips, there- 
fore, to avoid any delay in the making of 
fuch fettlements, do, by bis Majeiiy’s 
mand, give public notice, That his Majetty 
has been pleafed to direét, that the lands 
in his Majefty’s faid provinces of Ealt Flo- 
rida and Weit Florida fhall be furveyed, 
and laid out into townfhips, not exceeding 
twenty thoufand acres each, for the con- 
venience and accommodation of fettlers ; 
and that thefe townlliips, or any propor - 
tions thereof, will be granted, upon the 
fame moderate conditions of quitrent and 
cultivation as are required in other colo- 
nies, to fuch perfonsas fhall be willing to 
enter intoreafonable engagements to fet- 
tle the lands, within a Jimited time, and 
at their own expence, with aproper nuin- 
ber of ufefal and induftrious Proteftant in- 
habitants, either from his Majelty’sother 
colonies, or from foreign parts; and all 
perfons whe may be willing to obtain fuch 
grants, are defired to fend their propolals, 
in Writing, to John Pownal, E(fg; fecreta- 
ry to the faid Lords Comuniilioners for 
Trade and Plantations.” 

The parliament fat down on the 15th 
of November. The King’s fpeech at the 
opening of the fethons, and the addrefies 
in anfwer to it, are already [612. & feqq. } 
inferted.

London, Nov. 17. In the houfe of 
Lords, on Tuelday, L—d $——ch moved 
the houle to take under confideration, as 
a breach of privilege, a moft extraordi- 
nary and fhameful iniult otiered by a 
member of the H. of C. toa Rt Rev, 
member of the H. of L.—The charpe 
was, his being the author, printer, and 
publifher, of a moi? horrid and profane 
performance, in compiling which he had 
been feveral years emplaved, intitlec, 
An Fijay on Woman, intended as a ridi- 
cule on Dr Warburton’s publication of 
Pope’s Eijty on Man. Lord S——ch 
infifted, that this work was calculated 
for the worft purpoles; and befidee the 
private attack on a moft refpectable cha. 
racter, tended to the utter fubverfion of 
all moral as well as religious ties. Lord 
T——e endeavoured to itop the effect of 
this motion, by obferving, that fuch vaoud 
allegations, without proot, were unfit te 
he heard in that aflembly; and mo-ed, 
thet a caule which he thought of much 
higher importance, no le than the le 
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berty of the fubje&, meaning the late 
commitment of Mr Wilkes to the Tower, 
claimed the immediate attention of the 
houle. —— This occafioned fome alterca- 
tion: but the B—p of G r having 
offered immediate proofs of the charge, 
by the opinion of L—d M——d the houte 
proceeded, and after reading feveral paf- 
fjages, refolved, That the faid work was a 
moft {candalous, obfcene, and impious 
libel, a grofs profanation of many parts 
of the holy f{cripture, and a moft wic- 
ked blafphemous atteinpt to ridicule 
and vilify the perfon of our blefled Sa- 
viour. 

After Mr Wilkes’s difcharge fromthe 
Tower, he fet up a printing-prefs in his 
own houle in Great George ftreet, and it 
was there this pamphlet was printed. A 
copy was procured, probably for a bribe, 
by means of one Curry, a journeyman- 
printer who had worked to Mr Wiikes, 
and who alledged he had been ill ufed by 
him. Jt is faid that only twelve copies 
were cait off; and that all thee, except 
the one produced in the houfe of Lords, 
are flill in the cuftody of Mr Wilkes. 

London, Nev. 17. Yetterday about 
twelve at noon, a duel was fought in 
Hyde park, between John Wilkes, Etq; 
smember for Aylefbury, and Samuel Mar- 
tin, Fig; member for Cameltord, and 
late fecretary of the treafury; in which 
the former was fhot in the belly. The 
ball went in about half an inch below the 
navel, and funk obliquely to the right 
fide of the belly, down towards the 
groin. Upon which Mr Wilkes faid, 
** Mr Martin, take care of yourfelf; for 
you have done for me.” Mr Martin re- 
plied, he would get him what ailiftance 
he could; and perceiving a chariot at a 
diftance, ran up to it, and told the per- 
fon in it, that a gentleman lay wounded 
on the prafs, and begged they would 
drive immediately out of the park, and 
get achair. Which was done, and Mr 

Wilkes was carried tohis own houle. A 
furgeon being immediately fent for, ex- 
tracted the ball, and was of opinion, as 
it had not penetrated the abdomen, the 
wound would not prove mortal. The 
momert Mr Wilkes was carried to his 
own houle, the Duke of Bolton, the Earl 
Temple. Mr Pitt, and feveral other per- 
ions of ciitinGtion, called to inquire about 
him.=——— Mr Martin made his efeape. 
The occafion of this quarrel is faid to 
have been, fome fharp expreilions vied by 
Mr Martin, ina great ailembly, againit 
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the author of the North Briton; alluding 
particularly, as is fuppofed, to N° 37. % 
40. Thefe expretlons are faid to have 
produced the two following letters be- 
tween Mr Wilkes and him, iz.

Iinmediately after giving their concur- 
rence to the refolution of the Lords above 
inferted, the Commons ordered the thanks 
ot the houfe to be given to Mei. Harley 
and Blount, the theritis, for their good 
conduct on this occafion: which has been 
done accordingly. 

Ata common council of the city of Lon. 
con, held on the gth, a motion was made, 
** That the thanks of this court be given 
to the Hon. Thomas Harley, and Ri- 
chard Blount, Efgs, theriits of this city, 
for their {pirited conduét in executing 
the order of both houfes of parliament, 
and vindicating the honour and authority 
of the magittracy of thiscity, in the late 
dangerous riot in Cornhill on Saturday 
Jatt; and that Mr William Hufley, this 
city’s folicitor, do profecute John Frank- 
lin, now a prifoner in Newgate, for the 
infolent afiault committed by him upon 
the faid fheritts in the execution of their 
cuty.”) Which being feconded, was de- 
bated for dome time: after which apen- 
tleman moved a previous queftion, Whe- 
the: the faid motion thou!d be put or no? 
and efter twice holding up of hands, the 
Lord Mayor declared that the majority 
Was againit putting the main queilion : 
vpon which a divifion was made; and up- 
on teiling the numbers, there appeared, for 
putting the quettion, 2 aldermen, 36 
commoners, and 2 tellers, inall 40; and 
againit putting it, 2 aldermen, 36 com- 
moners, and 2 tellers, in all 40. The 
numbers being equal, the Lord Mayor 
adcrefied himfelf to the coust in afpeech ; 
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an. concluded with declaring his opinion 
that the main queftion fhould not be put. 
~ Notice having been taken, Dec. 1. that 
in the examinations laid before the Come 
mons relat ng to the Nort’ Briton, N° 45. 
John Wilkes, Etq; a member of the 
heule, was mentioned as having been 
concerned in the writing and publi hing 
of that paper; andthe houfle being inform- 
ed, that there wus evidence ready to be 
produced at the bar, charging Mr Wilkes 
with being the author and publither of 
that paper; and that Mr Wilkes was 
then unabe, upon account of his health, 
to attend his Cuty in the houle ; it was or- 
dered, That Mr Wilke-~ fhould attend in 
the houfe, inhis place, to anfwer the faid 
charge, upon thet day fe’ennipht, if bis 
health would then permit.— Mr Wilkes’s 
complaint was ordered to be taken under 
confideration the fame cay.

be prefented by the whole houfe. It was 
accordingly prefented on Friday Dec. 2.

May it pleafe your Al.jefty, 

WE your Majetty’s moft dutiful and 

loyal fubjeets, the Commons of G. 
Baitain in parliament ailembled, beg leave 
to return your Majefty the thenks of this 
houfe, for your moft gracious communica- 
tion of the intended marriage between 
her Royal Highnefs the Princets Auguile,

His Majefty’s anfwer was in thefe 
words, ** Gentlemen, I thank you for this 
dutiful and aticctionate addrefS ; andhave 
gieat latisfection im receiving from you 
this new inttance of your perional regard 
for me and mv family. 

The meflage was referred to the fup- 
ply-committee ; who, on the 2d of De- 
cember, came to the following refolution, 
which was agreed to on the 5th nem. cor. 
‘** That the fum of 80,000 |. be 
granted to his Majeity, for the marriage- 
portion of her Royal Highnefs the Prin- 
cels Auguita, his Majetty’s eldett fitter ;” 
—— which was the portion given with 
the late Princefs of Orange.

The gentlemen of Dumbarton county, 
at a meeting held Nov. 8. to confider of 
the laws relating to the (latute-woerk on 
the highways, were unenimou!ly of op- 
nion, that the fubstituting an afletiment 
mM mwoney in place of the flatute-work, 
would be highly improper; and therefore 
recommended it to Archibald Edmentton, 
ot Duntreith, Eig; their reprefentative 
in parliament, to oppole the pailing of a- 
ny bill for that purpote. [580 ] 

The juftices of peace of the county of 
Dumfries, at their quarterfetlions Oct. 25. 
having (as their minutes bear) token in- 
to confideration the inconvemiencie-, and 
even diflreties, that have arifen to many 
parts of the country, from the boundlels 
extent of paper currency, ond particular. 
ly to that county, its costiguity aid 
connection with Encland, appointed a 
meeting to be held at Dunfries on Tuel- 
day, Nov. 2g. to take that matter under 
confideration; and by an advertifement 
injerted alithe Edinburgh papers, and 
in the Newcaftle Journal, defired the at- 
tendance of all heritors, merchants, tra- 
ders, and others concerned in the county, 
to conceit meatures for regulatiny the ex- 
tent of paper-currency, and checking the 
bad coniequences that have attended the 
abufe of it. —— This meeting was held ac- 


cordingly, and its selglution is inlerted 
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in the news-papers, The joftices, 
ee. declared, as their opinion, That the 
optional claules introduced into the notes 
iflued by the public banks, and copied im 
the notes iflued by private banking come 
panies [ xviii. 365 xxiv.450.}, is abfurd, 
and contrary to the nature of banking; 
and therefore they refolved, That from 
and after the tirit day of May next, none 
of them will reccive any notes containe 
ig duch optional claufes; and they res 
commend tothe prefes, to write to the 
member of parliament for this county, te 
promote a bill for rettraining the currene 
cy of all optional bank notes, and to 
concur with the other members from Scot- 
land in obtaining fuch a law. And fure 
ther, the meeting relolved, by a-preat 
majority, That from and after the firft 
day of May nevt, they will receive the 
notes wanting the optional claufe, iffued 
by the bank of Scotland, the royal bank 
of Scotland, and allo the notes ifued b 
the Britith linen company, fo long as their 
notes are received in payment of the pus 
blic revenue; and that thev will not ree 
ceive in puyment anv notes iffued by the 
private bankers in Edinburgh, Glalgow, 
Aix, and other places. | 580.) 

Befides thofe formerly mentioned 
the follow ing incorporations in Edinburg 
have publicly expretied their difapprobas 
tion of the town-council’s rejecting Mr 
Millar and receiving Mr Nicolfow as 
con of the matons, and their approbation 
of the refolution of the incorporations of 
Murws chapel to feek recrels, viz. the 
Fiethers, Nov. 8 ; the tailors, Nov. 19. 
and the poldlimiths, Nove 22. 

Some cifturbances have happened with 
regard to the fupplving of our meal-mare 
kets —— A letter from Gialzow, of Nov, 
3. runs thus ** On Friday laft a preat 
number of tradetinen and others applied 
to the provott and magiftrates, complain- 
ine, that mea! from the country was 
bos ht up by a number of retailers, and 
kept out of the market; by which the 
price Was railed, a d the inhabitants not 
fupplird. there being only a few facks in 
the publicmarket. The retailers, of whom 
a litt had been piven, were convened in 
the council-chamber, and their houfes 
were tearched. Though no preat quanti- 
tv was found, they were, however, or- 
cered to carry what they had to the pu- 
‘bhic market, which wus ordered to be 
kept open on Wednelday and Saturday 
till eleven o'clock at night. This care of 
the magittrates did not hinder a — 
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the evening from breaking into the heufes 
of thofe people, and carrying off what 
they thought proper. On this occafion 
the provoft and magiftrates greatly exert- 
ed themfelves, got the mob difperied, and 
fent feveral of the ringleaders to prifon. 
Since that time the market has been plen- 
tifully fupplied, and the country-people 
bring in their meal as ufval, without any 
danger of being molefted.” 

About the 19th of November there was 
no meal in the Edinburgh market for one 
day or two. The populace committed 
ftill greater violences in this citv than at 
Glafgow ; which though the magiftrates 
could not prevent, they feized fome of 
the rioters, and fent them prifone:s, to 
the caftle tor the greater fecurity. 
We give the accounts of thete tumults 
as publifhed in the news-papers, vz. 

“© Edinburgh, Nov. 23. There having 
been a fcarcity of meal in the markets of 
this city for fome days paft, occafioned by 
the farmers in the neighbourhood threfh- 
ing out their barley, which at prefent 
gives a high price, and not bringing in 
eats to market, a number of wicked and 
diforderly perfons ailembled themielves 
together on Monday night the arit cur- 
rent, broke up the girnels in the meal- 
market, and carried off what meal! was 
there, rifled the houfe of the tack{inan 
of the market, and carried oif his furm- 
ture; and continued ail that night and 
next day to commit feveral outrages in 
this city and in Leith.

Affairs in Scotland. 
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On Thurfday night, Nov. 24. the poft- 
boy with the mail for London, was at- 
tackéd, foon after fetting out from E- 
dinburgh, within lefs than a quarter of a 
mile of the city, by a middle-fia’d man, 
who knocked the boy off the horfe, then 
mounted, and rod otf with the mail. The 
boy ran forward to the village of Jock’ss 
lodge; and having given the alarm, the 
robber was purfued, taken, and fent m to 
honburgh jail. He had ripped up the 
tial from end to end, had cut open twe 
bays, containing the Loudon and foreign 
letters, and had broke up feveral of them; 
but by much the greatit part were entire. 
Notice was immediately tent to the poft- 
otice ; upon which two of the clerks went 
to the place, forwarded the bags and lete 
ters that were entire, and brought the reft 
to the office to be examined. Thefe were 
either returned to the owners, or dife 
patched again next night.——- The rob- 
ber turns out to be one Walter Graham,‘ 
who was fentenced tobe hanged, in 1758,. 
at Dumfries [xx. 327.], for houfebreak-- 
ing; but was pardoned on condition of 
tran{portation for life. He had been for- 
fome time paft a quarrier at Salifbury 
eraigs. 

Some fellows were taken up at Green’ 
ock, Nov. 22. for uttering counterfeit 
balf-crowns and {hillings of K. Williams 
and Q. Anne, of which fome quantities 
were found in their cuftody.

T is with pleaiure I fee by a uiion 
of the gentlemen [588.] of Renirew- 
fhire, that there is an application to ve 
made to parliament for abolithing the op- 
tional claule in all bank-notes 1 Scot- 
land. For what end tuch av option was 
introduced, or continued, J {hall not lav; 
but it was certainly inceniftient with the 
nature of bank-notes, which ought al- 
ways to be readily paid on demand, with- 
out liberty to pottpone the payment to 
the detriment ef the holders; and I i- 
cerely the Jegiflature will 
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to prevent fuch abule in time coming. 
The umitiplicity of paper-monev in this 
country is undoubtedly alarming: and 
itis no wonder, that country-pentlemen, 
who live ata diftance, ignorant of the 
characters and circumftances of the va- 
rious people who affume the appellation of 
bankers, and privilege of iiuing notes, 
fhould cifconrage their tenants and neigh- 
bours from taking any notes, but of thoie 
companies that are well known, and e- 
ftablilhed by authority. There is noo- 
ther remedy in their power, nor indeed 
fo proper for them to take, for prevent- 
ing the growing evil, which is become too 
ferious, and the feverelv felt, 
that {carce a guinea or a fhilling is to be 
met with north of the frith of Forth. 
Thole facts mot evidently fhow what the 
Renfrew centlemen fet forth; ** a necel- 
fitv for putting the paper-money under 
proper revulations:” and it ts to be wilhed 
that every county would join in promo- 
ting fo good a work, as they have felt and 
complained of the evil. 
What are the proper reftraints to put 
it under, I fhall not pretend to deter. 
mine; neither thail I pofitively atlert, 
whether the fecurity of public or private 
companies are beft. The extent of the 
ftocks of the public banks, is well known, 
can be employed in no other trade but 
banking, cannot be aifected by the lofles 
or failure of any, or even all the proprie- 
tors, but mutt remain a perpetual fecuri- 
tv, to fulfil and difcharge the debts and 
obligations of the companies; whilft o- 
hers whotake upon themfelves the name of 
banks without any authority, if they have 
funds, which we at a diftance cannot cer- 
tainly know, are fubject to the misfortunes 
of trade, and fuch commerce as the private 
adventurers are otherwife engaged in, and 
therefore appear to be more precarious. 
That the boundlefs extenfion of paper- 
money (there being ten times the quanti- 
ty there ouvht, in proportion to the [pe- 
cie, if we may judge from the operations 
ofthe different banks, both public and 
private) is partly the caufe of the fcarci- 
ty of coin, and of the high exchange be- 
twixt London and Edinburgh, is 
all doubt: and that it occafions an im- 
menfe expence to the Edinburgh banks, to 
find {pecie to fupport the credit, both 
of their own and of the other bankinyr 
companies in Scotland, I have often 
heard; it being alledged, that the Edin- 
burgh companies muit bear the burden of 
all, both from their fituation, being the 


ees 
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centre of the kinadom, and by reafn of 
the other compantes making moth of their 
payments in Edinburgh notes in place of 
fpecie: and the wildom of Sir James 
Maxwell (whom [take to be the pretes 
of the Rentrewthire meetins) and his al- 
fociates in banking at Glatiow, has been 
very conf{picuous ta this by their 
putting a notandum at the foot of their 
notes, Phat the posicilors may call at 
Mr Kinnear at Rdinbursh, who will give 
them notes in exchanse for 
theirs *;” a circamitance that has contri 
buted not a tthe to promote their credit 
and circulation, and be which 
the expence of finding tpecie to antiver 
their notes, falls on the Edinburvi banks; 
and may be a reafon, if anv can be given, 
for the Edinburgh banks continuing 
the optional cliufe in their notes, 
thev, if pothble, may avoid being forced 
to pav the holders of Maxwell!’ and o« 
ther fuch companies notes, who run a- 
wav with the protits without the being at 
the trouble or expence of providing and 
keeping fpecie to {upport their circulation: 
At leait to me it feemsevident, that while 
the exchange is {9 high as two or three 
per cent. confequence thereof the de- 
mand for {pecie trom the banks imuft be 
increafed, and the difficulty and expence 
of providing a proper fupply muit be pro- 
portionallyincreafed. Whetherthe banks, 
under all thefe circumitances, will itil 
continue to fupport fuch expence, is a 
gueftion they themfelves only can deters 
mine; but if they fhouid take what ma- 
ny perhaps would think a prudent ftep, 
to withdraw the loans they have afforded 


who have dealings with them, and of 
courfe the whole country, in the mo/ft in- 
extricable dificulties. This deferves the 
moft ferious attention, and affects us on 
the eaft coaft very much, when we re- 
fleét ferioully on it. 

What the Renfrew gentlemen mean by 
the making a monopoly of paper-money, 
to me appears hard to be under{tood, 
whilft every perlon, trader or not tra- 
der, is at liberty to pve notes or bilis 
to every one who inclines to trutt him, 
and to what extent he pleafes. But fure- 
ly fome meafure mu be taken to prevent 
fuch mun dations of paper- money us has o- 
verflowed the whole country of late vears. 
Ifthe lepiflature thall not think it expe- 
dient to fuppreis thele private banks, J 

This notandum ts on fume 
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would humbiv vropoie one regulation for 
the take ot mvtelf and netghbours; and 
thatis, That eli notes printed and circu- 
ated as bankenetes, fhall have a fixed 
place of payment in Edinburgh, where 
we trom the country mnav depend on 
prompt payment in fpecie, if required : 
for os Bdinbareh is the metropolis of the 
kingdom, where all the money centres 
once inthe year, there furely thould be 
forne certain place of payment. This 
would be honetton the pert of the pri- 
vate bans, julhce to the Edinburgh 
ones, and of great benefit to all thole in- 
to whote hands they come. 

Whether the Edinburgh banks will ap- 
prove of, or oppofe the taking away the 
option mi their notes, one thing is cer- 
tam, that if the private compames keep 
out the option, and have an ojfice at E- 
dinburgh, where certaia payment mav be 
ahvavs depended upon, they wil have a 
better pretenfion te the favour of the coun- 
try; and ifthey donot, Ido not fee why 
Tor any man fhould be put to inconve- 
niece, or delay of payment, with the 
notes of private banks, at a diftance from 
the metropolis, where money cannot be 
had m exchange for them.——TJ am,

It fur- 
prifed me not a little, to find the nature 
and effes of banking fo generally mifun. 
derflood. Your maga7ines for lait yearand 
this contain upon this witer- 
efiing fubiedt that throw much light upon 
Setmme ct thete edloys are much to the 
rurpole; end thorgh the .uthors of two 
[xxiv. cco. xxv. 558.] of them appear to 
have quite miftaken the matter, yet the 
lait ot thefe two bes colle&ed a num- 
ber ot mnt facts. 
The ac:antage, wand even necefiity of 
aper-currency, inthis country, will not 
adipwte: but to wh.t extent it 
fh routired; whether one or two 
banks fhould monopolize the whole; or if 
every perion fhoud be at liberty to iflue 
motes; or asa medium between thele, 
that bulnets thould he confined to a few 
caippanies guthoriled by parliament; whes 


ther thefe banking companies fhould not 
be fubjected to fome reitrictions, and what 
thele reftrictions are; thele points don’t 
vet appear to be agreed upon, even b 

thofe who underitand the fubject belt; 
and vet matters are now come to that pafs 
with us, that fome parliamentary regula. 
tions are abtolutely neceflary; andthe gen- 
tlemen of feveral counties have according» 
ly refolved to apply to parliament. [588.] 

I beg leave, therefore, to fubmit to 
the public the followingqueries : avoiding 
to touch any point that appears to me {uf- 
ficiently attended to already. 

1. Whether every bank be not mana- 
eed by a particular few of its leading meme 
bers, who combine together to keep the 
management and fecrets of the bufnefs 
entirely tothemielves, and have influence 
enough to prevent anv perfon’s being ad- 
mitted into the nanagement who is not 
of their party ? 

2. Whether a party thus managing as 
thev pleaie, and keeping their proceedings 
andthe {tate of the bank’s funds a fecret 
from ai] others, may not juitiy raife ful- 
picions prejudicial to the credit of a bank?

/UR® may be better and more generally 

improven im this country than at prefent.

SIR, Dec. 6. 1962. 
ACerding to my promife, I thall pive 
you my opinion of our Scots manufac- 
tures, fo far as they have fallen under my 
obfervation for (ome time pait. For 
this purpofe I lately took a tour through 
Fife; a country as well fituate for manu- 
Ja@uring as any in Scotland, on account 
Vou. XXV. 


of the number of its inhabitants, its fea 
port towns, and other valuable eonves 
nencies. 

This country has long been renowned 
for making low and middling priced linens, 
dormcks, diapers, tykes, and checks: 
and juit!y; for not many years ago, re- 
tailing merchants from all quarters refort« 
ed to their markets, where they found 
goods of prettv good colour and quality, 
fit for the moft of ufes. Bat now 
it is rure to fee one piece of ten in fa 
their markets, properly adapted to 
any ufe known in. this country; fo fa 
are they from improving in the noble art 
of manufa‘ture, that they are degenera- 


ting ito tlupidity and ignorance of it e- 


very day. 

My pretent defign will not permit me 
to pivea particular detail of (he many ta- 
fiances of their ignorance, and inatten- 
tion to their own intere(t: I thall only 
fugee(t a few. —— And, firft, in the 
buying, and forting of their yarn 
when bought.— In the fame web, (53 
(though defigned for white cloth), 
is found Dutch, Riga, and Scots flax; al] 
which are different in quality, as well ag 
colour; fo thatit is impotlible to whiten 
itto any the tmatlett depree of perfection, 
without hurting the body of the cloth, as 
one quality becomes white betore the o- 
ther begins to break. In whitening 
their yarn for theircoarle tvkes, they on- 
ly ule a four of deeds or bran; and their 
blue is feldom a good logwood one. Their 
white yarn for mne tykes and checks, is 
never above one half, or at mott two 
thirds bleached ; and their blues are pe- 
nerally laidyon the yarn without fo much 
as fteeping it: {uch colours cannot be of 
Jong duration. Boiling with afhes is much 
out of date with them, even in their varn 
defipned for white goods, particularly their 
papery, preat quantities of which is made 
about Dunfermline. But the chief and 
general maxim with them, and indeed 
with «all the manufacturers in Scotland, 
is not, Who fhall make-the beft goods ? 
but, Who fhall make the moft out of their 
yarn in the length? No regard is paid 
tothe body of the « loth, quality, breadth, 
or neatnels in finifhing it. Cloth which 
requires to be yerd-wide, is feldom found 
to ttand more than three quarters and a 

half, and decreafes in proportion to other 
breadths. 

I need not take notice of the low-pri- 
ced brown linen; for it is conduéted in 
fucha manner, that it is become conter pte 
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ible te cvery perfon thet has any know- 
dpe of that branch of the nen manutacs 
ture. Lam not however to be underitood 


asit I condenmed all manufafurers, as 
Scnorant of their buifinels : a few of them 
may juilly be excepted ; among whom 
are the public manufacturers of plain and 
fivured linen in and about Edinburgh. 
Their gentlemen, by a fteadv adherence 
to the right principles of manufacture, 
are now at perfection, that, 
I] doubt much i there be 
fuel goods as theirs to be found in Eu- 
rope. To with I could fay as much for the 
me nufacuiers of Glafgow and Pauley. It 
is to be withed that the prefent difra‘ted 
method of carrving on thé vern-trade in 
Edinburgh mav not affect them. There 
are feveral other manufa@turers up and 
cown the country that pay jome regard 
tothe make of their goods; but upon the 
whole I am certain the Scots manufactue 
rars, beth of coarfe linen and cotton, is 
‘eryinuch degenerated within theie 
(co) twenty, but more particularly 
in thefe fix or eight years pait.

I cal) 
them degenerate, for there is not (f) 
one vard mm fitty wove in Scotland, 

that is proper!y manufactured according 
to the rules that ought to be obferved in 
manufacturing. 

I fhould now point out fome of the cay. 
fes of the degeneracy of our manufactures; 
but before I cnter on that, I cannot help 
taking notice of two pudhie works that 
me much pleature when in Fifethire, 
(1 am forry there aie fo few of their kind 
in Scotland), wz. the dyery at Kirkaldy, 
and varn-bleachtield at Ely. The former 
is celculuted to tinith a vait quantity of 
goods. There are eight large blue-fets, 
tor dying Iinen and cotton yarn, and 
printed napkins, a litle ef which is done 
there for the common uie of the country ; 
there are four large blue woad-fats, tor 
cying wool, wortted, and cloths; feveral 
boilers, and vetlels for preparing and dy- 
ing other colours; a icuibbling and print- 
ing room; a cretling and pretling room; 
agood waulk-mill, (to which is to be add- 
eda freeze-mill), and a fine fet of ten- 
ters; all laid out with excellent tafte, 
and as much conveniency as the place will 
adimt of, and carried cn with regularity 
and quick dilpateh. Goods come from all 
Quarters of the cceuntry in the morning, 
und are returned tinithed before mid-day. 

T next proceed tothe Fly bleactitield, 
That werk was only fet a-going’in Mey 
jatt. Tam told two men and one woman 
will finith near tiftv pack of varn this fea- 
fon, notwithitanding it was fo far advan- 
ced before they began; and goods there 
are finithed the beit ever I faw in Scot- 
fand. This work is carried on in the 
Manchefler method : the yarn is only 
once bolle, afterwards buiked, and never 
Watered gp the grails; yet the thread is 
him. whole in the fkin, and very open. 
Thole two works are carried on by South 
Bitons, aud give a juftidea of the dex- 
terity of poing through bufinefs in that 
country. It gives me pleaiure to fee fuch 
public-ipirited gentlemen as thefe, uncer: 
teke fuch works clearly calculated for the 
advancement of their country’s declining 
manufactures ; and it will be owing t the 
ignorance I have above deicribed, if the 
manuraétures in the coloured way be not 
advantaged by them. I hope thefe gen- 
tlemens zeal for the public good, will im- 
duce others to follow their example; 
which would advantage the country 1n ges 
neral, and undoubtedly promote the une 
dertakers own private interett. 
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I now proceed to the caufes of the de- 
generacy of our manufactures; and as 
thefe are many, I fhall only hint at {uch 
of them as ere moft obvious by their ef- 
fects. The firtt [take notice is a cer- 

tain preat houle*, which was ori- 
fr) ginally intended for the advancement 

and improvement of our Scots linen 
manulactuies; and had it been managed 
agreeable to the intention of the buik of 
the adventurcrs, would certainly have 
been of great advantage toS-otland: but 
inftead of that, thev ufed their very ex- 
tenfive ftock and credit in forming a mo- 
nopoly, not doubting but they would foon 
have all the weavers and manula@urers in 
Scotland Gependent on them. But in this 
they were miftaken. Their defign was 
foon diicovered; but not indeed ti] many 
a poor weaver was finifhed, and foe ex- 
tenfive manuiacturers too deeply engared 
to come off with fafetv. They were in- 
deed liberal enough to pive credit when 
fecuritv was found, but thev only took 
the goods when tne humour ffruck them in 
the head; and by this means great quan- 
ties of goods have been cuit by their ma- 
fer of ceremonies, and bought fome weeks 
after bv them at an advanced price : yea, 
goods have been cait as infufficient in the 
forenoon, bought by another, and fold to 
them at an advantage of ten per cent. wm 
the afternoon. This will fhew vou how 
me«onfiitent their mealures were with the 
plan ef promoting the linen manufacture.

your converfation and conduc, T ain vot 
a little furprifed to hear that vou have 
laid down plan for the management of 
your eftate, which, ifuniverfally follow. 
ed, would be the ruin of our coumery. 

You propole, Sir, to put vour eftate 
into as few hands as pofible. Vo make 
place for one tenant, who thal! pay vou 
100}. Sterting rent, vou difpofels twen- 
ty tenants, none of whom can ftock a 
pofieifion above 51}. though thev make a 
fhitt to bring up a number of children. 
Then you won't futfer what we call cot- 
tars upon your eftate. Another evil vou 
want to pet rid of is begeary, which pro- 
vokes great complaints amons pentlemen 
of fortune, as a public nuifance, occafion- 
ed chiefly, as thev cry out, by the mar- 
riages of perfons who are not poflefled of 
funds fufficient for the maintenance of a 
family It is indeed a fault in police, to 
fuffer fuch to beg who can earn their 
bread by labour: but the maintenance ef 
thofe who cannot work, or who cannot 
find work, mutt lie upon the public. 

But, Gentlemen, You are in a preat 
meaiure the authors of begaary.—— Prav 
What are our cottars? Why, many of 
them originally were farmers, who fet out 
witha profpe@ of being able to bring up a 
family, but afterwards borne down by a 
number of children, by bad feafons, by 
ficknefs, or perhaps turned out to make 
way for richer tenants, according to the 
new plan. The landlord mutt have his 
rent, the poor tenant tells his oxen and 
hories, and is no longer in a condition to 
labour the ground: fome charitable 
neighbour affords him a cottape; bis 
helplets infants are laid vpon firaw, while 
the father and mother Jabour hard to pro- 
cure them a mouthfui of the ceurlett fare. 
But if the parents (or either of them) fail 
into ficknefs or infirmity, the whole fa- 
inily goes a begginy ; at lealt, as many of 
them as can crawl, or be carried about. 
But by your tcheine, the poorer clafs of 
tenants muft be immediately reduced to 
beggary, without pafling, through the 
middie ftate of cottarvy, and yet you are 
otfended to fee a beggar at your door, 
You blame them for being in the conci- 
ion to which gou yourfelf labour to re- 
them.

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Would not vou be grieved, dear Sir, 
to fee vour manufactories die away for 
want of workmen, vour fleets and mer- 
chant-{liips rotting in the harbours for 
want of hands to carry on and proteé 
vour trade; the very produce of your 
farms (if we fhould fupoole hands enough 
left to labour them) thrown upon the 
dunghill, for want of thipping to export, 
er mouths to confume it at nome; and 
vour country left an eafy prey to any 
foreign power that thould think fit to in. 
vade you, for want of a fuificient number 
of men to take arms in its defence?
